aide says Mrs. Ngo Dinh Nhu, 
heartened by a number of sym- 
pathetic messages from Ameri- 
cans, is considering returning to 
the United States after a reunion 
with her three younger children 
in Rome. 


Mrs. Nhu, originally scheduled 


to leave today for Rome, post- 
poned her trip 24 hours in order 
to receive telephonic assuranc- 
es that her children are in 
Rome before she leaves the 
United States. 


More than 3,000 
telegrams 


and messages have poured into 
Mrs. Nhu's hotel suite since the 
military coup 
Friday 
which 


overthrew Ihe regime of her 
brothar-in-law, Ngo Dinh Diem, 
the aide said. 


Most of the messages were 


sympathetic, he added. 


Col. William K. Eliscu of New 


York City, a former Secret 
Service officer who has accom- 
panied Mrs. Nhu on her U.S. 
tour, said many of the messag- 
es mentioned her personal loss 
while others supported her anli- 
Communisl stand. 


Mrs. 
Nhu's husband, Ngo 


Dinh Nhu, Diem's political ad- 
viser, was killed in the coup—or 
committed suicide—along with 
his brother. 


Mrs. 
Nhu had feared her 


three younger children, ages 15, 
11, and 4 had been killed in the 
bombardment of the presidential 
palace. 


But the new Vietnamese gov- 


ernment, through the U.S. State 
Department, 
informed Mrs. 


Nhu her children were safe. 


Mrs. Nhu disclosed Monday 


the contents of a telegram she 
had sent Secretary 
of State 


Dean Rusk the day before ask- 
ing that she be permitted to re- 
turn to Sagion to take care of 
her husband and her three chil- 
dren. 
As an 
alternative she 


suggested thai Ihe State Depart- 
ment send the children to Rome 
via Los Angeles. 


Instead, Mrs. Nhu received a 


telegram from the State Depart- 
ment late Monday telling her 
the children were being flown 
to Rome, via Bangkok, Thai- 
land. 


Mrs. Nhu had one important 


guest at her suite Monday—her 
father. 


It was the first meeting be 


tween Mrs. Nhu and Tran Van 
Chuong, 65, since she arrived in 
the Uniled States. 


The father, former Vietna- 


mese ambassador to the U.S., 
and daughter had long been at 
odds over authoritarian policies 
of the Ngo Dinh ruling family. 


After spending approximately 


45 minutes with his daughter, 
Tran Van Chong said: "There 
was no need of reconciliation 
because as soon as I learned 
the tragic events my heart was 
very near my daughter." 


He declined to say who con- 


tacted whom first.

Experts to 
Decide on 
Milk Issue 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Educa- 


tion Commissioner Arch Ford 
said 
today the state 
Board 


of Education will call in experts 
at the end of the school year to 
determine if the extra amount 
of sugar children get from cho- 
colate milk is detrimental. 


A controversy arose over the 


offering of chocolate milk in the 
schools when the state Dental 
Association charged that drink- 
ing the milk tends to negate 
anti-decay measures. 


The department 
will study 


whether the extra amount of 
sugar consumed is offset by the 
extra amount of milk the chil- 
dren drink by being able to get 
chocolate milk, Ford said. 


Arkansas is the 27th state to 


offer chocolate milk on a reim- 
bursable basis — that is, it is 
paid for from stale funds in the 
school lunch program. 


Mrs. Ruth Powell, head of the 


school lunch program, said in 
September, 1962, the depart- 
ment reimbursed the schools 
,$79,338 for the amount of milk 
(sold. With chocolate milk added 
this September, the amount in- 
creased Jo $155.935. 


Ford said part of the double 


increase was attributed to the 
novelty of cocolate milk with 
the lunch. Sales, he said, are al- 
ready levelling off. 


Ford said local boards have 


the option of offering the choco- 
late milk or not. 


"All 
the State 
Department 


did," he said, "was to include 
chocolate milk as a reimburs- 
able item," 


The dentists contend that the 


acid forming action of sugars, 
contained in chocolate milk for-J 
mulas tend to negate such meas- 
ures against decay as flourides 
in drinking water. 


A resolution opposing the sale 


of the milk was approved Sun- 
day by the Dental Association 
during its convention in Pine 
Bluff.

President Ken- 
nedy was keeping in close touch 
with the situation. 


At the United Nations, British 


Minister of State Peter Thomas 
warned that the "spirit of Mos- 
cow" might be jeopardized by 
continued 
Soviet 
interference 


with Western access rights to 
Berlin. Prime Minister Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home, campaigning in 
Scotland for a seal in Ihe House 
of Commons, called for a peace- 
ful settlement of the blockading 
tactics. 


The U.S. Army, meanwhile, 


began assembling a supply line 
for the blocked American con- 
voy. 


In West Berlin, 15 trucks and 


water tankers were ready to 
roll on a 110-miles trip over the 
autobahn through East German 
territory to Marienborn. A sec- 
ond U.S. military convoy of 4 
trucks, 2 trailers and 56 men 
stood on the western side of 
Marionborn, presumably in re- 
serve. 


The 44-man convoy was halt- 


ed Monday morning. It failed 
in an attempt to break through 
early this morning when the 
Russians parked three armored 
personnel carriers pulled up be- 
hind the convoy and boxed it 
in.

U.S. Showing 
Concern Over 
Soviet Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of Stale Dean Rusk de- 
scribed as "a very serious mat- 
ter" loclay the Russian blockade 
of a U.S. convoy on the road 
to Berlin. 


Rusk made the comment to 


newsmen after appearing be- 
fore the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. 


President Kennedy was keep- 


ing in close touch with the situ- 
ation, both by telephone and by 
direct briefings from McGeorge 
Bundy, his assistant for nation- 
al security affairs. 


Foy D. Kohlre, U.S. ambassa- 


dor to Moscow who has been 
vacationing in Lond, was or- 
dered to return quickly lo his 
post in connection with the cris- 
is. 


Kohler launched a formal pro- 


test in Moscow last month, af- 
ter a similar Soviet tie-up of a 
U.S. convoy on the autobahn. 
It was assumed 
the action 


would be repeated in the pres- 
ent case. 


Rusk, leaving the S e n a t e 


committee briefing, said that 
"unless the s i t u a t i o n has 
changed in the last hoar; the, 
other side is attempting unilat- 
erally to change 
procedures 


that have long been in use. 


"Of course that cannot be 


permitted. We look upon it as 
a very serious matter." 


He had said earlier that "Ber- 


lin is on a moment-to-moment 
basis."

U.S. Woman 
Scientist 
Nobel Winner 


STOCKHOLM (AP) - An 


American scientist today be- 
came the first woman to win a 
Nobel Prize in physics in 60 
years. She will share the prize 
with a second U.S. scientist and 
a West German. 


Winding up the 1963 Nobel 


awards, a West German scien- 
tist and one from Italy were 
named to share the prize in 
chemistry. 


The Swedish Royal Academy 


of Science announced these win- 
ners of the physics and chemis- 
try prizes, each worth $51.158: 


Physics: 
Mrs. Maria Goeppert-Mayer 


of the University of California 
and J. Hans D. Jensen of Heid- 
elberg for their work in deter- 
mining the nature of the shell 
of the atom's nucleus. She is 
the first woman residing in 
America to win a Nobel physics 
prize and the first to be named 
since Marie Curie of Prance 
shared the prize in 1903. 


Eugene Wigner of Princeton 


University, who helped to lay 
the groundwork for the present 
advance study of nuclear phys- 
ics. Wigner will get half the 
prize. Mrs. Goeppert-Mayer and 
Jensen will divide the other 
half. 


Chemistry: 
Prof. Karl Ziegler of West 


Germany and Prof. Giulio Nat- 
ta of Italy for their work with 
molecules that has helped to 
speed the development of use- 
ful plastics. 


The 
award 
money 
comes 


from a $9-milIion bequest by the 
late Alfred Nobel, inventor of 
dynamite, who directed that the 
interest on the bequest be dis- 
tributed among those who bene- 
fit mankind. 


The formal award ceremony 


will be held Dec. 12 in Stock- 
holm. 


Wigner, who is 61 and a na- 


tive of Hungary, was educated 
in Budapest and Berlin. He 
joined the Princeton Faculty in 
1930 as professor of mathemati- 
cal physics. 


Wigner in 1958 received the 


Fermi Prize and in 1960 was 
awarded the Atoms for Peace 
Prize. 


Mrs. 
Goeppert-Mayer, 
57, 


was born in Kattowitz, Ger- 
many (now Katowice, Poland). 
She took her doctorate at Goet- 
tingen, Germany, in 1930, and 
then was on the staff of Johns 
Hopkins 
University in 
Balti- 


more for 10 years along with 
her American husband, Joseph 
Mayer, a professor of chemical 
physics. 


Jensen was born in Hamburg 


in 1907, and went on the staff 
of the university there in 1937. 
He has been professor of theor- 
etical physics 
at 
Heidelberg 


since 1949. 


Mrs. Goeppert-Mayer, after a 


period at Columbia University 
in New York in World War II, 
joined Argonne National Labor- 
atory, where she worked for 15 
years. At the same time she 
served as professor at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. Since 1960 
the two Mayers have occupied 
chairs at the La Jolla branch 
of the University of California.

the Soviet Union and the three 
Western Allies. In London, the 
British government announced 
its full support of the U.S. ac- 
tion in refusing to give in to So- 
viet demands for a head-count- 
ing of Army men in small con- 
voys. 


A West German government 


statement called the blockade a 
"serious provocation." 


The blockade—the fourth in- 


volving Allied convoys in less 
than a month — caused grave 
concern in Washington. 


Again it centered on the issue 


of who is to make the rules for 
Allied military convoy travel 
on the autobahn. The Russians 
demanded a head count of U.S. 
soldiers on the vehicles, and 
the Americans refused. 


U.S. Secretary of State Dean 


Rusk summoned 
Georgi 
M. 


Kornienko, acting Soviet charge 
d'affaires in Washington, Mon- 
day and demanded the convoy 
be released. Informants said 
Kornienko explained he had no 
word from his government on 
the incident. 


The U.S. Army's Berlin garri- 


son postponed a training exer- 
cise scheduled to start Monday 
for 24 hours. The Army insisted 
the troops were not placed on 
the alert, but Army officials 
presumably felt it was wiser to 
keep the men in their barracks 
in readiness.

Hope, Arkansas, a city of 8,399, enthusiastically turned 


down $250,000 in federal aid for a $650,000 paving improve- 
ment project. The city's daily newspaper, the Hope Star, 
reported that City Manager Meddevs.and the City Engineer, 
John E. Hawkins, presented the proposal to an audience 
of 500 which filled the city hall auditorium. 


City officials said it was up to the citizens to say 


whether they wanted the program or not. 


The Star reported that the mass meeting greeted if 


with complete hostility — practically all of the speakers 
who were hostile were greeted by applause and by the end, 
the crowd left the hall ignoring the petitions which had 
been left at the auditorium door for possible signers. 


Hope, Ark., used to be the watermeon center of the 


United States, but its economy has faltered in recent years. 
It has been classified by the Area Redevelopment Adminis- 
tration ar; a depressed area eligible for federal aid for 
street paving — and almost anything else ARA will approve. 
However, the citizens wanted nothing to do with the federal 
aid project. 


One of the speakers said: "We used to have a pay-as- 


you-go plan for paving. On a pay-as-you-go plan we might 
have the entire city paved in 8 or 9 years." 


Speaking in favor of the measure were the mayor, the 


city attorney and the city engineer. Their proposal was 
vehemently rejected.

Sees Need 
for More 
School Cash 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Forrest 


Rozzell, executive secretary of 
the Arkansas Education Asso- 
ciation, said Saturday that an 
increase of $10 per school child 
for each of the next ten years 
is desperately needed for the 
state's educational program. 


He also said raising state 


school teachers' salaries to the 
national average and providing 
services for children on par with 
the national average would re- 
quire $57.5 million more than is 
now spent each year. 


The $30-per-child-per-year fig- 


ure would amount to about $12 
million, Rozzell said, and this is 
the minimum amount necessary 
to provide a good educational 
program. 


The $12 million i n c r e a s e 


should come through public pol- 
icy and methods of implement- 
ing it which would result in an 
annual increase of funds from 
local, state and federal sources, 
Rozzell said. 


"In 1953 the people of Arkan- 


sas were devoting four per cent 
more of their personal income 
to the support of the public 
schools than the nation as a 
whole," Rozzell said, "but by 
last year that f i g u r e had 
dropped four per cent, to equal 
the national level — and on far 
less income." 


One reason the state expendi- 


ture for education is below the 
national average, Rozzell said, 
is because schools are "short- 
changed" in the distribution of 
state tax revenues. He said that 
in the last fiscal year tax col- 
lections exceeded allocations by 
$6.1 million and the schools "re- 
ceived not one dime of this."

Recalls Pole 
Vault Record 
He Held

TERRY, Mont. (AP) — Ralph 


Norris has a vivid memory of a 
spring day 57 years ago when he 
held the world pole vault record 
—for eight minutes. 


Norris, 80, was on the Univer- 


sity of Illinois track team and 
was vaulting with an 11 - pound 
pole he whittled himself, 


"I still have the pole, but I 


don't use it anymore," he said. 
"Poles in those days were tough 
but heavy. I whittled mine out 
of second-growth ash." 


The pole vault mark he set, 


and held so briefly, was 11 feel, 
4'/K inches. It was exceeded in 
the same track meet by an Illi- 
ni teammate, Sidney Greer, with 
a vault of 11 feet, seven inches. 


"I just barely missed at that 


height," Norris recalled. "When 
Greer 
cleared 
the bar, it 


bounced way up and way down 
—but it stayed on." Norris said 
the record was broken again a 
year later in 1907 by Leroy 
Samse of Indiana with a vault 
of 12 feet, 4 inches. 


Asked 
about 
today's 
fiber 


glass 
poles, Norris said: 
"I 


don't think it's a pole vault any 
more. It's a spring vault. The 
pictures 
of 
today's 
vaulters 


show it's an entirely different 
event." 


Norris said his best effort at 


pole vaulting was 12 feet, 9V> 
inches. At the time, in 1907, it 
would have been a world mark. 
However, it was set in a Chica- 
go Park meet which was not 
recognized by the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union. 


"I wasn't upset," he said. "I 


expected to do better than this." 


Norris, born in Boston, is now 


retired. Always interested in ag- 
riculture, he dropped into Terry 
in 1909 to visit a friend and re- 
mained to homestead.
